The  facilities  afforded  in  English  and 
in  Mathematics  are  rarely  equalled, 
while  the  training  in  Latin  and  Greek 
is  up  to  the  standard  of  the  best 
preparatory  schools.

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JItbhtk  notes. 

The  game  of  baseball  played  at 
Normal  Park  on  Tuesday,  May  29, 
between  the  Normal  and  Westminster 
teams  was  one  of  the  most  interesting 
games  of  the  season.  The  features  of 
the  game  were  the  heavy  hitting  of 
the  Normal  boys,  and  the  fine  pitching 
of  McColl.  The  score  was  9-5  in 
favor  of  Normal.  The  result  of  the 
game  w^as  all  the  more  pleasing  to  the 
Normal  rooters  because  of  the  fact  that 
Westminster  had  never  before  been 
beaten  by  a  Normal  team. 

Immediately  after  the  Westminster 
game,  Normal's  players  started  for 
Punxsutawney  where  they  were 
scheduled  to  play  two  games  on 
Decoration  Day.  Owing  to  bad 
weather,  but  five  innings  of  one  game 
were  played  and  in  a  drenching  rain, 
so  that  the  game  could  hardly  be 
counted  a  fair  test  of  Normal's  strength 
against  a  professional  team.  Phythy- 
on  pitched  most  of  the  game  in  order 
to  save  McColl,  and  the  only  object  in 
playing  at  all  was  that  five  innings 
making  a  game,  might  be  played  and 
the  money  guaranteed  .secured.  Score 
17-4  in  favor  of  Punxsutawney. 

Perhaps  the  hottest  and  most  ex- 
citing game  of  the  season  w^as  the  one 
between  Kiski  and  Normal  at  Normal 
Park  on  Monday,  June  4.  The  game 
ended  in  a  tie  2-2,  and  could  not  be 
played  out  becau.se  of  Kiski' s  having 
to  take  the  train  for  home.  Williams 
was  on  the  rubber  for  Normal  and  did 
excellent  work.  Altman  also  pitched 
well  for  Ki.ski. 

On  Saturday,  July  9,  the  team 
accompanied  by  about  75  rooters,  went 
to  Saltsburg,  there  to  try  conclusions 
once    more    with      the    Kiski     boys. 


WilHams  and  Altman  were  again  the 
opposing  pitchers  and  for  a  while  it 
looked  a;- though  Williams  was  doomed 
to  suffer  ignominious  defeat,  as  Kiski 
in  the  third  inning,  by  a  succession  of 
hits  and  a  bad  decision  of  the  umpire, 
rolled  up  four  runs,  while  Normal  had 
not  yet  .scored.  However,  Williams 
settled  down  and  Normal  began  to  hit 
the  ball  and  at  the  last  half  of  the 
ninth  inning,  with  the  score  a  tie  at 
five,  Altman  became  excited,  gave 
Reed  his  ba.se  on  balls,  and  moved  him 
on  to  second  b}'  hitting  Bracken.  Then 
Williams  won  his  own  game  b\'  driving 
a  pretty  single  to  left  field,  scoring 
Reed.       Score  6-5  in  favor  of  Normal. 

From  Ki.ski  the  team  continued  its 
trip,  playing  Monday  and  Tuesday  at 
Westmin.ster  College  and  losing  both 
games.  Scores  10-4  and  14-0.  Of 
the.se  games  the  le.ss  .said  the  better. 
Normal  simply  went  to  pieces,  though 
both  pitchers  pitched  splendid  ball. 
On  Wednesday  another  game  was 
dropped  at  Grove  City  by  a  score  of  6- 
I,  and  on  Thunsda}^  .still  another  at 
vSlippery  Rock  by  the  .score  5- 1 .  These 
two  game  were  well  played,  and  the 
chances  would  be  good  for  Normal's 
winning  from  the  same  teams,  if  played 
on  the  home  grounds.  On  Friday  the 
team,  minus  the  two  pitchers.  McColl 
and  Williams,  who  had  mi.s.sed  the 
train  at  Butler,  won  a  game  at  Ford 
City.  First- ba.seman  Hammers  pitch- 
ed the  game  and  did  excellent  work. 
The  la.st  game  of  the  trip  was  played 
Saturday,  June  16,  at  Vandergrift  and 
resulted  in  a  tie  4-4. 

On  Tue.sday,  June  19,  the  Kiski 
team  again  crossed  bats  with  the  Nor- 
mal boys  and  again  suffered  defeat  by 
the  clo.se  .score  of  2-1.  McColl  and 
Altman    each    pitched     well,      while 
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PliythyD:i's  work  at    short  was  of   the 
star  o  der. 

On  Monda}',  June  25,  the  Kittan- 
iiing  team  came  over  to  Indiana  and 
was  overwhehningh'  defeated  by  ihe 
Normal  team.     Score  31-2. 

The  last  game  of  the  season  occurred 
on  Wednesda\-,  July  4  between  the 
Normals  and  the  Indiana  A.  A.  The 
Indiana  team  had  imported  a  battery 
from  Johnstown  and  presented  a  strong 
team.  The  game  was  stopped  b\'  rain 
after  4  innings  had  been  played,  the 
score  standing  4-2  in  Normal's  favor. 

The  team  was  much  stronger  than  it 
gave  promise  of  being  early  in  the 
spring  and  its  record  for  the  .season 
was  very  good,  considering  the  stand- 
ing of  the  teams  at  whose  hands  it 
suff.ired  defeat.  McColl  and  Williams 
constituted  the  best  pair  of  pitchers 
Normal  ever  had  and  we  hope  to  have 
them  both  with  us  again  next  year. 
St.  Clair  did  elegant  work  behind  the 
bat,  and  led  the  team  in  batting  with 
a  percentage  of  .479.  Not  a  game 
was  lost  on  the  home  grounds,  and 
altogether  the  team  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  successful  .season  and  the 
excellent  work  done  on  the  diamond. 
So  long  as  Normal  wins  from  Kiski, 
the  friends  of  the  team  will  be 
satisfied. 

Perhaps  the  games  in  which  the 
students  took  the  greatest  interest  were 
lho.se  between  the  Seniors  and  Juniors. 
Two  games  were  played  between  the 
cla.sses,  the  Seniors  winning  both. 
Both  games  were  full  of  exciting  plays 
and  gave  the  class  rooters  plenty  of 
opportunities  for  giving  their  cheers 
and  yells. 

The  Faculty  team,  backed  up  by 
the  defeated  Juniors  and  sub-Juniors, 
essaved    to    lower   the    colors    of  the 


exultant  and  jubilant  Seniors,  but 
failed,  being  outplayed  and  defeated 
by  a  .score  of  14-9.  Thus  the  Seniors 
hold  the  undisputed  title  of  Champions 
of  all  ba.seball  organizations  in  the 
school  outside  the  regular  first  and 
second  teams.

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Zb^  Baccalaureate  Sermon. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was 
preached  in  the  M.  E  church  on  Sun- 
day morning,  July  i.by  Dr.  Stephen  A. 
Hunter,  pastor  of  the  Southside  Pres- 
byterian church,  Pittsburg,  Pa. 

A  raised  platform  occupied  the 
entire  chancel  of  the  church,  and  on 
this,  seats  were  arranged  for  the 
officiating  ministers,  the  choir  and 
chorus,  and  for  members  of  the  board 
of  trustees.  Rising  high  above  the 
front  of  the  platform  and  extending 
the  entire  width  of  the  church,  was  a 
series  of  graceful  arches,  each  beauti- 
fully draped  and  festooned  with  the 
class  colors  for  igoo,  purple  and  white. 
A  profusion  of  flowers,  ferns,  and 
plants, banked  and  grouped  artistically 
about  the  platform,  completed  the 
decorations.

The  sermon  was  based  upon  the 
TyOrd's  command  to  Moses,  "Speak 
unto  the  children    of  Israel  that    they 


go  forward,"  a  command  given  at  a 
critical  period  in  ilie  history  of  the 
Israelites  when  behind  them  was 
Pharaoh's  pursuing  army  and  before 
them  stretched  the  waters  of  the  Red 
Sea.  The  speaker  portrayed  the  dis- 
ciplinary value  to  the  Jews  of  their 
enforced  tasks  while  in  the  land  of 
bondage,  and  showed  that  by  this 
means  they  had  been  changed  from  a 
tribe  of  wandering  herd.smen  to  a 
nation  of  skilled  artisans.  As  a 
parallel  he  cited  the  value  of  the  work 
done  by  the  members  of  the  class  in 
completing  the  requirements  of  the 
course,  asserting  that  by  this  means 
they  too  had  been  fitted  to  enter  upon 
a  land  of  promise.  The  theme  was, 
"Progress  is  the  Law  of  God,"  and  in 
the  development  of  it,  the  fact  was 
dwelt  upon  that  the  members  of  the 
cla!3S  had  reached  a  crisis  in  their 
lives,  a  crisis  marking  the  close  of  one 
epoch  and  the  beginning  of  another, 
and  that  to  them  no  less  than  to  the 
Israelites  of  old,  God  is  saying,  "go 
forward."  Many  helpful  suggestions 
were  made  concerning  progress  along 
all  lines,  and  the  a.ssurance  given  that 
if  the  future  is  met  with  courage  and 
hope,  God  will  help  in  the  solution  of 
all  its  problems.  In  closing  the 
.speaker  said,  "Keep  a  cool  head,  a 
warm  heart,  and  lend  a  hand  in  the 
world's  uplift.  God  will  divide  the 
waters  of  the  sea  and  lead  you  safeh^ 
through  the  depths;  if  you  cannot  see 
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the  way,  God  will  guide  your  steps 
even  as  He  guided  the  steps  of  His 
chosen  people--with  a  pillar  of  cloud 
by  day  and  a  pillar  of  fire  by  night."

JUBILEE  MEETING. 

By  2  p.  m.  the  Normal  chapel  was 
filled  to  overflowing  with  Alumni, 
students,  guests  and  friends  of  the 
school.  Although  the  ai.sles  were 
filled  with  chairs  and  every  inch  of 
room  economized, many  were  unable  to 
obtain  even  standing  room.  The  trus- 
tees and  their  families  occupied  .seats 
upon  the  rostrum.  The  faculty  filed 
in  and  joined  these.  Their  appear- 
ance was  the  signal  for  hearty  applause 
from  the  audience.  Then  came  the 
.speakers  and  guests  of  honor,  headed 
by  Governor  Stone.  As  this  proces 
sion  of  distinguished  men  marched  up 
the  chapel  aisle,  it  was  greeted  with  a 
tremendous  ovation  from  the  audience. 

While  the  hall  was  filling,  and  the 
gue.sts  and  speakers  were  taking  their 
places,  the  G.  A.  R.  Orchestra,  of 
Pittsburg,  discoursed  soul-stirring 
mu.sic.  When  all  was  read}',  and  the 
ru.stle  of  dresses  and  hum  of  voices  had 
subsided  into  expectant  silence.  Rev. 
Dr.  G.  T.  Reynolds,  of  the  M.  F:. 
church  of  Indiana,  invoked  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Almight)'  in  a  brief  and 
eloquent  prayer. 

The  first  .speaker  was  Hon.  John  P. 
Ivlkin  '80,  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Mr.  Elkin's  address 
was  brief  and  to  the  point.        It  was  a 
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beautiful  tribute  to  Indiana  Normal 
vSclioo',  and  to  its  honored  preceptress, 
Miss  Jane  E.  Leonard,  in  whose  honor 
these  exercises  were  held.  This  talk 
was  punctuated  by  roars  of  applause. 

A  chorus  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  Apple,  then  rendered  "Hark  the 
Signal"  i  I  magnificent  style. 

The  next  speaker  was  His  Excel- 
lency VVMlliam  A.  Stone,  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania.  Governor  Stone  spoke 
of  his  connection  with  Normal  schools, 
of  their  vast  power  lor  good  and  of  the 
power  and  influence  ot  Indiana  Nor- 
mal in  particular.  He  ended  with  a 
magnificent  tribute  to  Miss  Leonard, 
that  called  forth  a  roar  of  applause 

S.  M.  Davis,  'Esq.,  '79.  of  Minne- 
apolis, Minn.,  then  delivered  the 
address  of  the  day.  Mr.  Davis  took 
f)r  his  theme,  "The  Duty  of  the 
Scholar  in  American  Politics."  His 
address  was  a  ma.sterpiece  of  forceful 
and  logical  thought,  couched  in 
trenchant  language  and  adorned  by 
l;appy  allusions  and  illustrations. 

Tho.se  of  the  alunmi  who  were 
s'udents  at  Normal  in  the  eighties, 
greeted  the  appearance  of  their  old 
princi[jal.  Dr.  L.  H.  Durling,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  with  applau.se.  Dr. 
Durling  will  always  find  a  warm  spot 
in  the  hearts  of  those  Normalites 
who.se  .school  life  at  Normal  fell  under 
his  beneficent  administration  His 
splendid  addre.ss,  full  of  thought  and 
inspiration,  was  heard  with  rapt 
attention.  It  was  long  since  his  well 
remembered  voice  had  been  heard  in 
Normal  chapel,  and  to  many  in  that 
audience,  the  familiar  sound  called  up 
old  times,  old  .scenes  and  dearl}'  re- 
membered days,  with  a  vividness  and 
freshness  as  of  yesterday. 

Dr.  Z.   X.  Snyder,    who   succeeded 


Dr.  Durling  as  principal,  and  who  is 
now  i^resident  of  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Greely,  Col  ,  also  received 
an  ovation  from  his  old  students  Few 
men  have  such  power  of  impressing 
their  indix'iduality  upon  those  about 
him  as  has  he;  few  men  are  remember- 
ed with  more  loyalty  and  enthusiasm 
by  those  who  have  once  fallen  under 
the  .spell  of  that  personalit}-.  Dr. 
Snyder  spoke  briefly,  but  with  such 
telling  effect,  that  a  perfect  .storm  of 
applause  swept  over  the  audience  when 
he  took  his  seat. 

W.  W.  U:erich'84,  Supt.  of  West- 
moreland County  .schools,  was  the 
next  speaker  Supt.  Ulerich  made  an 
address  full  of  loyalty  for  his  Alma 
Mater.  Among  other  things,  he  told 
us  that  in  the  past  year,  upwards  of 
90  graduates  of  Indiana  Normal  had 
held  positions  as  teachers  in  West- 
moreland Count}'.  Supt.  Ulerich  is  a 
pleasing  speaker  and  his  brief  address 
was  frequently  interrupted  by  laugh- 
ter and  applause. 

When  Prof.  Apple's  chorus  had 
delighted  the  audience  with,  "It  was 
a  Lover  and  His  La.ss."  T.  L.  Gibson 
'90,  Superintendent  ofCambria  County 
schools,  arose  to  make  the  presentation 
speech  of  the  da}-.  The  veiled  por- 
trait of  Mi.-iS  Leonard  stood  at  his  left, 
the  center,  the  -culminating  point  of 
the  interest  of  the  day.  In  a  few 
forceful,  well  chosen  words,  Mr. 
Gibson  spoke  of  the  beautiful  life  of 
the  beloved  teacher  in  who.se  honor  the 
day  was  celebrated.  He  spoke  of  the 
exceptional  propriety  of  the  present 
which  the  Alumni  were  making  to 
their  Alma  Mater.  As  he  spoke  words 
of  presentation,  he  drew  aside  the  veil 
from  Mr.  Stevenson's  magnificent 
portrait,  and  the    audience  broke    into 
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thundering  applause. 

Thomas  Sutton,  Esq.,  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  replied  on  be- 
half of  the  Board  in  a  well  considered 
speech  of  acceptance. 

Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Deputy  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  was 
on  the  program  for  an  address,  but 
owing  to  illness  in  his  family  he  was 
unable  to  be  present. 

So  after  music  by  the  orchestra  and 
a  chorus  "The  Bells  of  St.  Michael's 
Tower,"  the  Jubilee  meeting  came  to 
an  end. 

The  warmth  and  sincerity  with 
which  every  speaker  on  the  program 
spoke  ot  the  noble  character  of  Miss 
Leonard,  and  of  the  grand  work  which 
she  has  accomplished  in  the  25  years 
of  her  connection^with  the  school,  was 
a  magiiificent  and  well  earned  tribute 
that  found  an  echo  in  the  heart  of 
every  one  of  her  boys  and  girls  present.

The  Alumni  Banquet  was  a  most 
enjoyable  affair.  From  8  to  9  p.  m. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Waller,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Thomas  Sutton  and  Miss 
Leonard  received  thex\lumni  and  their 
friends  in  Dr.  Waller's  home.  Shortly 
after  9  o'clock  the  banquet  was  served. 
The  old  dining  hall  was  crowded  to 
its  utmost  capacity.  Most  of  the 
classes  were  .seated  together. 

After  the  coffee  came  toasts  from 
the  guests  of  honor. 

Governor  Stone  responded  to  '  'The

Commencement. 

In  .spite  of  cla.ss  day,  so  dear  to  the 
heart  ofevery  graduate,  and  the  unusual 
interest  that  centered  this  year  in 
Alumni  day  as  the  twenty-fifth  anni- 
versary of  the  .school,  commencement 
day  was  the  culminating  event  at 
Normal  of  the  class  of  1900.  Skill- 
ful planning  disposed  of  the  large 
audience  before  the  71  graduates 
marched  in  and  took  their  place  upon 
the  platform,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  heat  and  heavy  showers,  deep 
interest  and  close  attention  prevailed 
throughout  the  morning  and  testified 
to  the  merit  of  the  program.  The 
exercises  were  formally  opened  bj' 
prayer  by  Rev.  C.  Graham  Adams,  D. 
D.,  pastor  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church,  of  Indiana,  after  the  singing 
of  America.  The  essays  and  orations 
that  followed,  given,  as  the}'  were,  by 
.students  who  had  excelled  in  scholar- 
ship and  character,  were  expected  to 
reach  a  high  mark  and  the  expecta- 
tions were  realized.  Without  an 
exception  the  themes  were  selected, 
prepared,  and  presented  in  a  manner 
to  reflect  much  credit  upon  the  class 
and  upon  the  school.       The   delivery 
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was  exceptioiialh^    good  being  simple, 
clear,  deliberate  and  forceful. 

The  salutator}-  essay,  b}'  Miss  Cora 
L.  Allan,  welcomed  the  audience  and 
in  a  brief,  effective  figure  described  the 
occasion  as  the  launching  of  each 
individual  life-boat  upon  unknown 
seas.  Those  who  knew  Miss  Allan's 
high  record  as  a  student  were  not 
surprised  at  her  successful  effort. 

The  oration  "Footfalls  upon  Ply- 
mouth Rock"  gave  Mr.  George  M. 
Edwards  an  opportunity  to  recognize 
the  debt  we  owe  our  Puritan  ancestry. 
Mr-  Edward's  manner  was  earnest  and 
direct  and  his  theme  was  treated 
broadl}'  and  effectively.  This,  as  well 
as  the  one  that  was  given  by  Miss 
Cora  E.  Miller  on  the  "Pennsylvania 
Dutch",  showed  the  value  of  the 
historical  oration  and  refreshed  the 
present  thought  by  tracing  its  depend- 
ence upon  former  times.  Miss  Miller 
did  honor  to  the  founders  of  our  own 
state,  beginning  with  the  origin  of 
religious  movements  in  Europe  that 
led  to  their  exodus,  and  describing 
their  characters  and  many  sterling 
qualities. 

Between  these  orations  came  one 
given  by  Mr.  Howard  C.  Bee  on  the 
comparatively  new  theme  "College 
Settlements."  Mr.  Bee  .skillfully 
introduced  his  suViject  as  an  attempt 
to  solve  one  of  the  great  questions  of 
the  day.  He  cited  examples, explained 
the  .scope  and  breadt'n  of  the  work, 
and  drew  valuable  le.ssons  therefrom. 
The  oration  was  an  unusually  thought- 
ful, carefully  prepared  effort  and  was 
exceptionally  well  given.  Mr,  Bee  is 
plainly  one  of  the  strong  men  of  his 
class. 

Another  modern  theme  was  cho.sen 
by  Mr.  Clare  L.  Wright,  who  gave  a 
fair  view    of  "Our   Senate,"    as  com- 


pared with  the  famous  ones  of  the  past 
and  showed  our  dependence  upon  this 
highest  legislative  body  and  the  debt 
we  owe  it. 

In  marked  cor.trast  came  the  next 
oration,  a  daintly  written  plea  for 
'  Nature  for  Nature's  Sake,"  given  by 
Miss  Maude  L.  Fisher.  So  vividh- 
did  the  pictures  stand  out  under  her 
word  painting,  that  one  could  almost 
see  the  colors  and  smell  the  odors  of 
field  and  forest. 

Mr.  Ernest  Work  in  "Our  Indus- 
trial Progress"  traced  the  growth  of 
commercial  productions  and  the 
making  of  .skilled  labor,  showing  that 
from  a  position  of  inferiority  the  United 
States  has  arisen  to  acknowledged 
supremacy  in  many  lines  during  the 
closing  years  of  the  century. 

The  only  recitation  was  given  by 
Miss  Anna  Jami.son.  She  gave  that 
emotional  and  somewhat  difficult 
selection  of  Helen  Tliamre,  a  pains- 
taking and  careful  presentation. 

In  the  "Conspiracy  of  Silence,"  Mr. 
Eeon  H.  Hoffman  handled  the  silent 
forces  of  nature  and  humanity.  Mr- 
Hoffman  showed  the  solid  qualities  of 
a  student,  in  the  broad  treatment  of 
his  subject. 

Miss  Agnes  Reed  .sought  her  inspir- 
ation from  a  living  personality,  and 
made  a  delightful  inpression.  Simply 
and  naturally,  she  described  the  early 
life  history  of  the  remarkable  Indian 
girl  "Zitkala  Sa,"  carrying  her 
through  savagery  to  civilization. 
Then  .she  broadeiied  out  and  took  up 
the  Indian  problem  and  our  duty  as  a 
nation- 

The  great  variety  in  the  .selection  of 
themes  and  tlieir  skilliul  handling  by 
able  intellects  made  a  program  of  ex- 
ceptional excellence,  but  all  felt  that 
it  culminated  in  the  valedictory  oration 
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by  James  L.  Bruce  It  is  doubtful  if 
"Julius  Caesar"  ever  furnished  a 
<;reater  inspiration  to  a  young  valedic- 
torian or  if  I  he  theme  were  handled  in 
a  moresatisfactor}-  manner,  or  received 
b\'  a  more  appreciative  audience.  The 
careful  selection,  the  simple,  manly 
delivery  and  the  thought  displayed, 
made  the  achievements  of  the  orator, 
writer,  soldier  and  statesman  of  Rome 
an  inspiration  to  his  classmates  so  soon 
to  do  battle  in  thtir  own  lives-  At 
the  close,  Mr.  Bruce  paid  sincere  trib- 
ute to  Dr.  Waller  and  Mi.ss  Leonard, 
and  spoke  graceful  words  of  apprecia- 
tion for  assistance  received  from 
teachers  and  trustees. 

Dr  Waller  responded  felicitously 
and  in  a  few  inspiring  words,  present- 
ed diplomas  to  the  class  graduated  and 
to  alumnae  who  had  filled  the  require- 
ments of  two  years'  teaching. 

Tlie  program  of  the  morning  was 
varied  delightfully  b}'  the  efforts  of 
Miss  MacMartin  and  Mr-  Apple  and 
their  students,  and  the  musical  selec- 
tions were  finely  rendered.  Twice 
did  a  well-trained  chorus  delight  the 
audience  and  Mr.  Apple  himself,  gave 
one  of  his  own  best  effort.  Miss  Mac- 
Martin's  training  was  shown  in  two 
Duos  for  two  pianos  in  which  her  own 
skill  was  manifest.  A  grand  chorus, 
the  "'Star  Spangled  Banner"  in  which 
all  joined,  clo.sed  the  morning 
exercises.
